1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-25 and 50-52, drawn to registering, creating and sending a multicast 
message for multiple destination distribution, classified in class 370, subclass 390. 

II. Claims 26-49 and 53-55, drawn to maintaining redundancy group binding table 
associated in contiguous regions interconnected by a local area network, classified 
in class 370, subclass 338.
